United States manufac-| 
turers used 75,503 long: tons 
of new rubber in. September 
compared with 79,726 tons in 
August, according to a pre- 
liminary report by the Com- 
merce Department. 


The September total was 16.9 
per cent below the 90,843 tons 
consumed in September 1948. The 
drop was largely the result of a 
swike against one principal fab- 
ricator. ‘ 

In the first nine months this 
year, 735,317 tons of new rubber 
were used, a decline of 94 per 
cent from the 811,540 tons con- 
sumed in the same period 
year. * 

In September, 43,372 tons of 
natural rubber including latex 
were cotsumed compared with 
45,307 tons in August and 52,458 
ton in September 1948.” 

September consumption of 
synthetic rubbers totalled 32,131 
tons compared with 34,419 ton in 
August and 38,385 tons in Sep- 
tember 1948. Production of syn- 
thetic rubbers in September total- 
led 30,878 tons, compared with 
33,885 tons in August and 37,616 
tons in September 1948,
